COUNTERFEITS. 

With the few exceptions given further on 
we know of no good forgeries of the stamps of 
India or of those of the Native 
course common lithographed imitations of 
all the stamps exist, but the slightest com- 
parison with any-genuine will be sufficient 
to distinguish them. 

1° 4 annas of the 1855 issue of India with 
head inverted; splendid imitations of this 
variety have been made by taking (by some 
chemical process) the head out of a genuine 
stamp and printing in an other one, in an 
inverted position, and it requires a very 
minute comparison to detect the fraud.

Service and the provisional issue 


of 1867 have also been largely counterfeited 
by surcharging genuine Indian adhesive and 
revenue stamps with a forged surcharge; 
these also can only be detected by careful 
comparison. 

3° Counterfeit official Hyderabad, especi- 
ally with red surcharge, are also numerous, 
and as the genuine stamps of the issues, of 
1866-71 were surcharged in MSS, it is very 
difficult to distinguish the forgeries from the 
genuine, 

4° Of the stamps of Scinde there are two 
dangerous counterfeits, both made in India; 
the first of these can be distinguished by 
having only a single outer line instead of a 
double one as in the genuine; the second one 
is far more dangerous, having the double 
outer line, but can be distinguished from the 
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genuine by the buckle of the garter; in the 
genuine, the lower side of the buckle pro- 
jects beyond the circle, which it does not in 
the forgery. 

5° There are some pretty good forgeries of 
the stamps of the 1st and 2d issues ofSirmoor; 
lithographed as the genuine, they have a 
similar appearance and will easily deceive a 
beginner, they are, however, easily distin- 
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guished by the following points: 

Ist. There is no period after Postage in the 
forgeries. 

2d. There are eight Indian characters in 
the fifth row of the inscriptions instead of nine 
as in the genuine. 

3d. There is an accent over the third 
Indian character from the left in the bottom 
row, which does not appear on the genuine.

FAMPS OF FRINIDAD. 
By CHARLES B, Corwin, 


Read before the Philatelic Society, New York, February 10, 1892 
its reference list. 


It is not the purpose of this writing as much to enter upon an elaborate dis- 
sertation upon these interesting stamps, as it is to present in a concise form a 
Reference List which will embody all known researches to date, as well as the 
results of some personal investigation. 

Those of you who care to go more deeply into argument, cause, and effect, 
are referred to the London Society’s catalogue of West Indian stamps, where 
the subject is treated in extenso, particularly in the able papers of Mr. E. D. 
Bacon. What few comments I have to make will take the form of occasional 
notes as the Reference List progresses.

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Note.—In the American Journal of Philately for June, 1889, appeared a 
few remarks from my pen upon the subject of the early Trinidads, which were 
put forth in a hurried manner, and were merely the result of reflection and not 
of research. In this article I touched upon the point of the values usually 
assigned to the above stamps and intimated that we had this question yet to 
solve. To my mind Mr. Bacon has cleverly solved it and proved in the 
London Society’s work that all the stamps above noted were of the same 
values, viz: one penny. The evidence brought forward by Mr. Bacon ap- 
pears to be most conclusive and I, for one, consider this question definitely 
settled. ‘These stamps appear to have been issued at different intervals, and 
the earliest dates of usage, as shown by entire covers, are as follows :

Note.—In my paper in the 4. ¥. of P., before alluded to, I dwelt some- 
what at length upon these lithographed stamps, and therein for the first time 
was advanced the theory of one stone and three issues; viz., 1852, 1856, and 
1858. Iam glad to say that my theory has been proven by ‘the researches of 
Mr. Bacon, and has been adopted by the London Society, and that in my es- 
timate of dates I was not far from the mark. These stamps were printed in 
Port of Spain from a stone engraved by M. Charles Pétit, and are of endless 
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colours and shades. It would be next to impossible to furnish an accurate 
descriptive list of the colour varieties, so I have only noted the most promin- 
ent. One peculiar fact in connection with these stamps is, that it was not 
until thirty-seven years after they were first employed that the correct date of 


issue was discovered to be 1852, and not 1856, as hitherto given by all cata- 
loguers.

Nore.—I list these with all reserve, as I fancy, at best, they were but 
postmarked, or passed through tne post, by favour. I have seen a copy of 
the %d. postmarked Nov. 29, 1883, of the first colour of the 1d. postmarked 
April 5, 1885, and Aug. 16, 1888, and of the second colour of the 1d. post- 
marked October 29, 1886.

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THE FlJl TIMES EXPRESS.

Australian students of philately are always glad to read the theories put 
forth, or the facts elicited by their brethren on the other side of the globe, and 
in this connection the labours of those departed and ever to be regretted 
writers—Pemberton and Tapling—are being earnestly and ably carried on by 
Messrs. Bacon and Castle. The articles of the last named gentleman are of 
the greatest possible interest, and show that notwithstanding the many diffi- 
culties in the way of obtaining any reliable official information, his endeav- 
ours to elucidate the hidden mysteries surrounding the circumstances under 
which certain stamps were issued, and to describe their points and peculiari- 
ties, are prompted by an earnest wish to seek out the truth, and supported by 
thoughtfulness and power of application peculiarly adapted to the subject. 

On one point, however, I must venture to criticise Mr. Castle’s writings, and 
that is on his geographical disposition of that group of islands generally ac- 
cepted as the nursery of the interesting practice of cannabalism, and the home 
of the nutritious bnt cloying banana. I refer to the Fiji Islands. 

In the London Philatelist for July last, Mr. Castle gives to the world one of 
his interesting articles, entitled “ Half Hours with Australian Stamps,” the 
thirty minutes on this occasion being devoted to the stamps of the “ Fiji 
Times Express.” 

Now, I do not wish to be hypercritical, but Fiji is vo¢ in Australia, nor can 
it by any means of geographical contraction be brought within the Australian 
group. I am well aware that the practice of album compilers has been to at- 
tach these islands to the “ Oceania” group, but this is widely different from 
the Australian group. New Zealand, and even little Tasmania, can hardly be 
included in Australia, which term properly belongs only to the great island 
continent of New Holland, and the distant Fiji Islands are merely a portion 
of the vast island-dotted expanse styled “ Polynesia.” 

With this preliminary digression I will proceed to discuss a few facts and 
the consequent and unavoidable theories anent the “Fiji Times Express’ 
issue which have recently come to my knowledge, or been “ evolved from my 
inner consciousness.” 

A few days ago I happened to be visiting Messrs. Vindin & Co's, place of 
business just at the moment when 

\ GREAT FIND 
was being made. A coilection was submitted to Mr. Vindin’s inspection with 
a view to subsequent sale, and amongst a rather ordinary assortment of obso- 
lete stamps, carefully gummed in a Lallier’s album, there were eight stamps 
of the “‘ Fiji Times Express.” 

Four of these were the 1d., 3d., 6d., and ts., on pale pink quadrille paper, 
and the other four were exact counterparts of the first as regards type, but 
printed on a canary-yellow wove paper. 

Mr. Vindin kindly gave me an opportunity of examining these novelties, 
and I took the following description of them:— 

One penny. Quadrille paper. (This is a thin paper of a pale pink shade, 
watermarked with horizontal and vertical lines forming squares). The top 
line of the frame is composed of three pieces of “rule,’’ two being long and 
one short, the latter is in the centre, and appears immediately above the “ M”’ 
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of Times; it is also thinner than the two long pieces. The bottom line is 
composed of five pieces of rule, three long and two short, thus -_—_—- 
; the breaks between the pieces of rule are very distinct. The side 
lines of the frame are unbroken, and extend straight to the edges of the stamp; 
apparently they are continuous right through the sheet. The same arrange- 
ment of the side lines appears to obtain in all values, and this is only natural, 
as all values are stated to have been printed on the one sheet. In the word 
“Penny ” the type has shifted slightly, and the first ‘‘N” is lifted above the 
level of the adjoining letters. Rouletted on colored (black) lines at top, bot- 
tom, and right side; wide margin without trace of rouletting on the left side, 

One penny. Yellow paper. This is a canary-colored wove paper, rather 
coarse in texture, and of the kind usually adopted by printers for handbills, 
&c. This stamp is cut rather close at the top, but the top line of the frame 
is, apparently, composed of three pieces of rule, broken above the “I” of 
Times. The word “Penny” is quite regular; otherwise the arrangement, 
size, and type of lettering are identical with the same value on the guadrille 
paper. The printing is thicker and coarser, as might be expected on such 
coarse unsurfaced paper. 

Three-pence. Quadrille. Small figure 3. Top line of frame composed of 
three pieces of rule, long, short, and medium, in the order named: the short 
line situated above “S’’ of Times; bottom line formed of three pieces of rule, 
medium, short, and long. The short piece is below the ‘‘PE”’ of pence. Rou- 
letted top and right side, cut close at bottom; left side wide margin, without 
trace of roulette. 

Three-pence. Yellow. One of the spacing blocks has slipped down, and 
printed an impression before the figure 3; otherwise the type, &c., is identical 
with the same value on guadrille paper. The breaks in the rule occur exactly 
in the same places. This stamp is clipped close all round, any rouletting 
being cut off. 

Six-pence. Quadrille. Large plain figure 6. Top line of frame composed 
of three pieces of rule, two long, and one short. The break between the long 
lines occurs above the “M” of Times, the break before the short line is 
situated above the vertical word “Express.” The bottom line is composed of 
three pieces of rule, long, short, and medium; the short piéce being immediately 
below the final ““E” of pence. The “C” of pence is more like a badly formed 
“OO.” Rouletted bottom and right side. Top and left side shew wide plain 
margins, 

Six-pence. Yellow. Identical in every respect, with same value on 
qguadrille paper; same position of breaks in lines, and same error in “C” of 
pence. Rouletted right side and bottom; top and left side cut close to ad of 
frame. 

One shilling, guadrille. Top line of frame is composed of three pieces, 
two long and one short; the break between the long pieces occurs above ““M” 
of Times, that between the second long and short line above the middle of 
the vertical word Express. The bottom line is composed of three pieces, 
long, short, medium, the short line being below “N” of shilling. Rouletted 
top, bottom and right side; wide plain margin on left side. 

One shiljing, yellow, identical in type with same value on guadrille paper, 
shewing sa me positions in breaks in lines, Rouletted at top, cut close to line 
of frame on other three sides. 

The Aorizontal rouletting on all the above*stamps is set suside the vertical 
lines of framing, and does not cross them, while the veréica/ rouletting follows 
the vertical frame lines of the stamps, and is consequently continuous. This 
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rouletting was produced by short pieces of “‘rule’’ set above the level of, the 
type, and thus the black dotted lines were printed, and the paper morejor,less 
punctured at the same time. ; ; 

In my opinion the four stamps on the guadrille paper were undoubtedly 
genuine originals, and from the fact that three at least of the stamps on the 
yellow paper exhibited the same peculiarities of setting in type, I feel con- 
vinced that they were printed from the same “forme.” Whether they were 
ever actually issued for use on the yellow paper or not is a question upon 
which I cannot venture to give any decided opinion, but if not actual “Stamps 
of issue,”’ they were undoubtedly proofs or trial impressions of color. From 
the peculiar circumstances attending the production and the use of these 
stamps, I do not think that much attention would be devoted to the taking 
of proofs. It is therefore not only possible, but probable, that the first issued 
impressions may have been on yellow paper, for which the better kinds of 
guadrille, laid and laid datonne papers were subsequently substituted as 
giving a more satisfactory result in appearance and adaptability as adhesive 
stamps, 

Mr. Vindin had four other stamps of this series in his possession which may 
be described as follows:— 

One shilling, guadri/le (1) Identical in type with the stamps of the same 
value above described. Rouletted at top, bottom, and right side; cut close 
on left side. 

One shilling, guadrilie. (2) The top line of frame is composed of three 
pieces of rule of nearly equal lengths, the breaks occurring above ‘““T” and 
“E” of Times. The bottom line is also composed of three similar pieces the 
breaks being below “H”’ and between “I” and “N” of Shilling. Rouletted 
on all four sides. 

Threepence. Pale pink paper, laid vertically with lines set close together. 
The top line is composed of three pieces of rule, the centre piece being rather 
longer than the others; the breaks occur to left of “T’’ and to right of “S” of 
Times. ‘The bottom line is composed of two pieces, medium and long; the 
break being below the “P” of pence. Rouletted at top and two sides; clipped 
close at bottom. 

Sixpence. Vertical laid (same paper as 3d., last described), The top line 
is composed of four pieces—one long and three unequal short pieces; the first 
of the short pieces is above the “S” of Times. The bottom line is composed 
of three pieces—long, short and long; the long line being below the “NC” of 
pence. The “C”’ of pence is of normal form, Rouletted on left side and at 
bottom; other sides cut close. 

In these four copies the side lines of the frame are continuous, extending 
to the edge of the stamps. 

In Mr. Castle’s paper he describes the guadrille paper as a ‘medium thick 
yellowish white wove, intersected by lines crossing each other at right angles, 
making a series of watermarked small squares, measuring about 34mm. each.” 
I have spoken of this paper as “pale pink,” and I think this describes the 
shade more accurately, All the fresh bright copies are decidedly of a pink 
shade, but I have seen several specimens that have “seen better days” in 
which the pink has almost entirely faded out, leaving the paper of a yellowish 
shade.

As to the series on laid datonne paper, I have always understood that this 
term applied to paper watermarked with parallel lines, wide apart, with the 
intervening spaces filled in with fine laid lines, I have not seen any copies on 
paper answering exactly to this description, but several on simple vertical laid 
paper have come under my observation; the 3d. and 6d. last above described 
are on this paper. Oceania says, “A third set is catalogued by Major Evans 
on laid paper, but no specimens have been seen by the Society.” Mr. Castle, 
after describing the guadril/e and \aid datonne papers, adds, “These two issues 
constitute all that are real in my opinion.” M, Moens lists the guadri/le 
paper under date 1870, and a second set on verge paper as having been issued 
in 1871. The term vergé, I believe, is applied to laid paper with the lines 
wide apart, and doubtless this latter is the laid datonne series. The vertical 
laid paper of the stamps above described shews the lines set c/ose together, and 
cannot be described as either verg/or datonne. It must, therefore, be the third 
variety catalogued by Major Evans, As to the cavalier manner in which both 
the Society and Mr. Castle dismiss this paper, the former merely because the 
“Society” has not seen any specimens, I can only remark that there are more 
things in the Philatelic world than are dreamt of in the philosophy of some 
Philatelists. Major Evans is a member of the London Society, and surely he 
would not catalogue a series unless on the very best of authority. 

With regard to the “re-printed” sets of 1876 and a later period, I am of 
opinion that these can only be described as forgeries. They were made, so 
far as I can ascertain, by the proprietor of the quondam Fiji Zimes Express 
some five years after the sphere of usefulness of the originals had been cut 
short by the issue of Cakombau's “imperial” series at the end of 1871. Doubt- 
less they were manufactured in the heartfelt and earnest desire to ease the 
cravings of Philatelists whose bosoms yearned for material to fill up the waste 
spaces in their albums, but as the so-called “reprints " were made from 
entirely different type, the euphemistic term applied above appears to be more 
appropriate, 

Now, as to the circumstances under which these stamps were issued, It 
has long been an accepted tradition that Mr. Griffith, the proprietor and pub- 
lisher of the 2 Zimes newspaper, finding some difficulties in the way of 
assuring the delivery of his papers to subscribers outside the Islands had 
devised a system of denoting the postage to be paid by means of stamps, and 
by some plan of accouuts a check was thus established, and a cash settlement 
periodically made, 

It struck me that in this case some negociations would have taken place 
with the Australian colonies on the subject. I, therefore, applied for permis- 
sion to search for information at the General Post Office, Sydney, and my 
request was courteously granted. 

My surmise proved to be correct, and the first communication entered in 
the register of letters received, was a letter from Messrs. Griffiths & Hobson, 
of Fiji, dated 15th October, 1870, “requesting that a separate mail be made 
up for the Fiji Times Express. 

To this letter there appears to have been no reply on the part of the Sydney 
authorities. Doubtless, they simply acceded to the request, without forward- 
ing any official notification of the fact. Unfortunately, on endeavoring to 
trace the original correspondence, it was found to have been destroyed some 
eighteen months ago, when correspondence considered to be useless was 
burnt to reduce the accumulation. 

The letter book for 1870, under date 28th October, contains a reply to a 
letter from Messrs, Griffiths & Hobson acknowledging the receipt of their 
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communication, enclosing 69 Jeffers, 64 newspapers, and 1 dook packet, to- 
gether with #2 to defray the postage on the same, and stating that as the 
postage had amounted to £2 3. 6d., the difference had been co!lected by 
charging some of the letters on delivery. 

From these two records, we can practically solve the question as to the 
origin and status of the “Fiji Times Express” stamps. 

In 1870, Fiji appears to have had no foreign postal system whatever, and 
Messrs. Griffiths & Hobson finding some little difficulty in obtaining the 
delivery of their papers outside the Islands without subjecting the recipients 
to a charge of postage and fine, decided upon establishing communications 
with the colonies of Australia and New Zealand to provide for the effectual 
delivery of their mail matter, upon receiving prepayment in cash of sufficient 
postage to frank it to its destination. Doubtless, once having made arrange- 
ments for their own mail, it was an easy step to establish a local “Express” 
post, and undertake to ensure the forwarding of letters, &c., at regular inter- 
vals for the convenience of the inhabitants. They would then issue a series 
of stamps to be sold to the public, and by them affixéd to correspondence in 
accordance with a stated tariff. . 


From their letter of the 5th October, 1870, it appears that they also had in 
view the establishment of a service for the domestic delivery of inward mails, 
hence their application for a separate bag for their “Express,” 

The wording of the Sydney letter of 28th October, 1870, leads to the belief 
that the letters received from the /7ji 7imes Express were considered as pre- 
paid in cash, and were subsequently delivered without any New South Wales 


stamps being affixed. In fact the bag containing the express mail was deliv- 
ered at the Sydney P. O. by private hands, and taking the circumstances into 
consideration the further carriage of the letters was permitted to be paid in 
cash. Where the remittance did not cover the total cost of postage, the dif- 
ference was collected on delivery of some of the letters, apparently selected at 
random. Such stamps, therefore, may be considered to have franked the 
letters for the over-sea journey to Sydney. 


Messrs, Griffiths & Hobson appear to have used their stamps on their own 
newspapers, though their seems to be no reason why they should do so, as 
such stamps had no recognized franking power outside of Fiji, but Mr. G. H. 
Davis of Sydney, tells me that he recollects tearing the Express stamps from 
newspapers received from Fiji, and it is not probable that any but the Fiji 
Times was published at the time. 

All used copies coming under my observation are cancelled by means of a 
pen stroke. Mr. Vindin believes that he has seen copies postmarked, but as 
there was no Fiji post office these were probably cancelled by one of the 
receiving offices in the other colonies, the postmark being the ordinary dating 
stamp, and falling upon the stamp more by accident than design. 

I have said sufficient to throw a new light on the sphere of usefulness of the 
Fiji Times Express stamps, and for the present will close my paper with the 
request that the readers of the AM/onthly, who possess copies of these stamps, 
will kindly forward me detailed descriptions on the lines above perused. At 
some future time I hope to return to the subject with more facts and theories 
for the discussion or criticism of collectors.

THE WORLDS FAIR COMMITTEE OF THE A. P. A. 


The Executive Committee of the Worlds Fair Philatelic Exhibit held a 
meeting at the office of Mr. A. R. Rogers, 75 Maiden Lane, N, Y. City, on 
Friday Afternoon Dec. 23rd. Present were, G. B. Calman, Henry Clotz, J. 
W. Scott, Charles Gregory, A. R. Rogers, and H. E. Deats.

ing the exhibit. 
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CHRONICLES AND NOTES. 


UNITED STATES.--The handsome series of Columbian stamps were 
placed on sale Sunday, Jan. 1st, at the principal post offices of the United 
States. Ina few days a special series of Columbian envelopes will be 
placed on sale. We give here the official description for both the Columbian 
stamps and envelopes: 

COLUMBIAN ADHESIVE POSTAGE STAMPS. 

The Columbian adhesive stamps will be issued in the denominations of 1, 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 15, 30 and 50 cents and of 1, 2, 3,4 and 5 dollars. These 
stamps differ in size and form from those now in use, the engraved space 
being seven-eights of an inch by one and eleven-thirty-seconds inches, each 
stamp bearing a design commemorative of the discovery of America by Col- 
umbus. The following is a description of the several stamps in the new 
series, namely: 

The stamps are executed from line engravings on steel, the general design 
of the upper portion of all of them being substantially the same. The details 
of this design are, first, a white-faced imprint of the years “‘1492” and “‘1892”, 
in the upper left and right hand corners, respectively; then in white-shaded 
capitals beneath, in a waved line, the words “United States of America”, 
below which, in a narrow tablet conforming to the curved frame of the picture 
under it, are the words of denomination; for example, “Postage Two Cents”, 
“Postage Two Dollars,” etc. These words end on either side of the stamp in 
a space of circular form with ornamental surroundings within which are 
Arabic numerals of value—standing alone in the case of denominations under 
one dollar, but accompanied by the dollar mark in denominations of one 
dollar and upwards, as “‘2” (meaning cents) “$2’’, etc. Underneath all this is 
the scene represented, enclosed in a plain white frame with arched top, extend- 
ing nearly the entire length of the stamp, and taking up in every case probably 
three-fourths of its whole face, the appropriate designation of the picture 
being given in small white capitals at the bottom. ‘The scenes represented 
are these: 

One Cent.—‘Columbus in Sight of Land,” after the painting by William 
H, Powell. This reproduction is inclosed in a circle. On the left of it is 
represented an Indian woman with her child, and on the right an Indian man 
with head dress of feathers, each figure in a sitting posture. Color, Antwerp 
blue. 

Two Cent.—“Landing of Columbus,” after the painting by Vanderlyn in 
the rotunda of the Capital at Washington. Color, purple maroon. 

Three Cent.—“Flagship of Columbus,” the Santa Maria in midocean, from 
a Spanish engraving, Color, medium shade of green. 

Four Cent.—‘‘Fleet of Columbus,” the three caravels Santa Maria, Nina 
and Pinta, in midocean, from a Spanish engraving. Color, ultramarine blue, 

Five Cent.—“Columbus Soliciting Aid of Isabella,” after the painting by 

srozik in the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York City. Color, choco- 
late brown. 

Six Cent,—“Columbus Welcomed at Barcelona,” scene from one of the 
panals of the bronze doors, by Randolph Rogers, in the Capital at Washing- 
ton. On each side of the scene represented is a niche, in one of which isa 
statue of Ferdinand, and in the other a statue of Bobadilla. Color, royal 
purple. 

Ten Cent.—“Columbus Presenting Natives,” after the painting by Luig 
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Gregori, at the University of Notre Dame, South Bend, Ind. Color, Van- 
dyke brown. 

Fifteen Cent.—‘‘Columbus Announcing His Discovery,” after the painting 
by R. Baloca, now in Madrid. Color, dark green. 

Thirty Cent.—*‘Columbus at La Rabida,” after the painting by R. Maso 
Color, Sienna brown. 

Fifty Cent.—“‘Recall of Columbus,” after the painting by A. G. Heaton, 
now in the Capital at Washington. Color, carbon blue. 

One Dollar.—“Isabella Pledging Her Jewels,” after the painting by Munoz 
Degrain, now in Madrid. Color, rose salmon. 

Two Dollar.—“Columbus in Chains,” after the painting by Leutze, now in 
Providence, R. I. Color, toned mineral red, 

Three Dollar—“Columbus Describing Third Voyage,” after the painting 
by Francisco Jover. Color, light yellow green, 

Four Dollar.—Portraits in circles, separated by an ornate device, of Isa- 
bella and Columbus, the portrait of Isabella after the well-known painting in 
Madrid, and that of Columbus after the Lotto painting. Color, carmine. 

Five Dollar.—Profile of head of Columbus after a cast provided by the 
Treasury Department for the souvenir fifty-cent silver piece authorized by 
act of Congress. The profile is in a circle, on the right of which is the figure 

of America, represented by a female Indian with a crown of feathers, and 
on the left a figure of Liberty, both figures being in a sitting posture. 
Color black. 


COLUMBIAN STAMPED ENVELOPES. 

The stamped envelopes to be issued will all be made of specially water- 
marked cream tinted paper, of equivalent quality and weight to the first 
quality envelopes of the regular series, and they will comprise eight different 
sizes, viz.: A,G, H, I and N, each being of the same dimensions as the 
envelopes of the same designations now in use, and three new sizes, viz: P, 
five and seven-eights by three and five-eights inches; Q, three and three- 
fourths by six and three-fourths inches; and R, four and three-eighths by five 
and five-eighths inches. The series will embrace the following denominations, 
viz: A, N and P, 1 and 2 cent only; G, H and I, 2, 4, 5 and 10 cent; Q, 1, 
2, 4, 5 and ro cent; R, 1, 2 and 5 cent. 

The following is a description of the several denominations of stamps on 
these envelopes: 

The general design is the same for all denominations, the letters of value, of 
course, being appropriately changed. This design consists of an embossed 
circular stamp, considerably larger than the stamps on the current series of 
envelopes, bearing as the principal features profiles of Columbus and Liberty 
above the figure of an eagle with outstretched wings, and surmounted by a 
shield similar to that used in the arms of the United States. 

The colors of the stamps correspond to those of the same denominations in 
the series of Columbian adhesive stamps hereinbefore described.

AFGHANISTAN.—Ze 7imbre-Poste chronicles the 1, 2ab and 1 rupee of 
the new issue, and says the following on the subject:—We have received the 
second type of the 1 abassi, printed in rose and also in vermilion, on white 
laid batonne paper, with the information that the other values being arleady 
exhausted they send us stamps of the new series. The 1 abassi being exactly 
like those received before, it may be concluded that those which were repro- 
duced in our February number are counterfeit. 
tab rose, on white laid paper 
1ab vermilion, on white laid paper 

We now present the types of the new issues, composed of three values: 

The stamps are oblong and all printed in slate blue on a more or less dark 
shade rose pelure paper. 

In the tab the sheets are composed of 130 stamps in 13 rows of 10 stamps 
each; the 2ab are composed of 36 stamps in t2 rows of 3 stamps each, and 
the t rupee of 12 stamps in one vertical strip. 

We remark that the 1 rupee is somewhat smaller than the other two 
values. On consulting Dr. Legrand as to the inscriptions, he writes us as 
follows: 
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“ The inscription on these stamps, in Arabic, must be read from right to 
left, as per diagram herewith, and the stamps must successively be turneu 
from left to right in order to place the inscription always at the top.”

As the beginning of the right upper angle it reads: —‘‘ Mah Soul Kana’ 
which signifies Revenue, Postal Tax, Postage Stamps. Continuing on the 
left we find “ Dak Khana” which signifies postoffice. On the third side or, 
in other words, the bottom, we find as follows:—‘‘ Dowlet ( Empire ) and 
Afgha. On the fourth side we find “ Nistan” the end of the word which 
commences on the third line. The full inscription is therefore as follows :— 
,» Mah ’Soul Kana, Dowlet, Afghanistan ’”’, the translation of which would be 
“ Postage Stamp of the Postoffice of the Empire of Afghanistan.” 

This legend is common to all the stamps as well as the date of issue. This 
last is composed of figures placed along the lower border. Below the con- 
cavity of the Arabic ‘T’ we find the Arabic figures 1, 3, 0, 9 or 1309 which 
corresponds exactly to our year 1892, the date of the issue. 

The central portion varies with the. value of the stamp. In order to de- 
cipher it we replaced the stamp in its original position and note as follows. 

On the right of the 1 abassi “‘ Yak Mekal” (name of a weight in use in the 
country) at the right and alittle above “abasy”, the translation of which 
would be 1 abassi for 1 mezkal. 

On the 2 abassi we note:—‘Fii mezkal Dou” at the left “abasy” and be- 
low “ Dou ”’ the translation of which would be 2 abassi for 2 mezkal. 

On the 1 rupee stamp we note at the upper right “ Yak” at the left 
“ Rupya”’; at the right, under ‘‘ Yak”, “ Mezkal” and “Seh”, (3), which 
means 1 rupee for 3 mezkals. 

It might be well to note that the above stamps have a large number of zig- 
zag lines arranged vertically. These lines have no reference to the inscrip- 
tion and are simply intended as ornaments,

BAVARIA.—Ze Collectionneur de Timbres-Poste states that from the first of 
January next no more stamps, envelopes, cards and wrappers will be issued 
by this kingdom, but instead the stamps of the German Empire will be used. 
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BOLIVIA.—A series of four values, of the primitive design shown in illus- 
tration 308 of our publisher's current catalogue, has long been known in d/ack, 
The illustration is not quite correct, as the mountains in the original are one 
behind the other; the pole bearing a Cap of Liberty does not appear, but 
there is a Llama in the foreground, and the sun rising on the upper left. The 
value is roughly engraved inside the circle, “PORTE” on the upper left, 
“ZR” (1. 2 or 4r) on the upper right. M. Moens mentions these as rejected 
Essays in his catalogue, but there is a tradition that they were used at an 
early date for inland postage. We have now before us three values, printed 
in deep d/ue, upon d/ue paper, which purport to have been wsed, and while 
we are unable to produce any proofs of their authenticity, beyond the fact 
that they are stated by a person in whom we have every confidence to have 
been received by him among a parcel of other used stamps, we feel bound 
to state their appearance is somewhat in their favor. The color, both of the 
impression and paper, resembles very closely that of the first 4% real of 
Ecuador, there are traces of old gum on the backs, and the obliterations are 
of the rough, heavy description seldom successfully imitated by the getters- 
up of the Philatelic curiosities. Still we chronicle these with all reserve.— 
Monthly Journal. 

In chronicling, last month, the issue ofa series of so-called newspaper 
stamps of the values of %c to 20 bolivars, we stated that this issue looked ver y 
suspicious to us. According to information received within a few days it 
seems more than probable that the entire lot is a swindle which originated 
in Paris. While waiting for further information on the subject we would 
advise collectors to keep their hands off.

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BRITISH NORTH BORNEO.—We give a copy of a most extraordinary let- 
ter in reference to the same stamp, received by a correspondent of our pub- 
lishers from the Postmaster of this State: 

“General Post Office,

“ Sir;—In reply to your letter of the 3rd inst., I beg to state that by order 
of His Excellency the Governer the One Cent on five cent surcharged 
stamps are only to be supplied to collectors at five cent each. 

“2. These can be bought locally for one cent, and the Rev. W. H. Elton 
will forward any you may require after deducting 5 per cent for Church En- 
dowment Fund. 

“3. The Post Office cannot undertake to answer letters of this description 
having other business to attend to. 

“4. I enclose stamps to the value of being the amount of your 
M. O.. I have etc.

This document with the exception of the words given in italics above, was 
produced by the cyclostyle process, and is therefore a formula kept in stock, 
so that, presumably, Church and State in North Boreno hope to keep up this 
system to their mutual advantage. It is curious, however, to note that the 
State, while denying that selling postage stamps is a part of the business of its 
overworked postoffice, claims 500 per cent, as its own share of the profits, 
while it only allows the Church a miserable 5 per cent, For reducing Phila- 
tely to one of those exact sciences which are represented by the letters 4 s. 
d., this fairly “takes the cake.” (Monthly Journal.) 

The Philatelic Journal of Great Britain mentions the following three 
varieties of the surcharged post card 1c on 8c: 

(a) The numeral 1 is double lined and has a pointed head, and the word 
‘CENT’ is in roman capitals. 

(b) The numeral has the head flat, and the word ‘CENT’ in fancy capi- 
tals, and the original value is barred. 

(c) Similar to (b), but the lettering is heavier and the bar line is thinner, 

The London Philatelist chronicals another variety of 8c on 25c. This time 
the difference consists in the value being denoted by the figure ‘8’ instead of 
the word EIGHT, ‘They say that only 300 were issued.

In order to celebrate fittingly the fourth Centenary of the discovery of 
America on the r2th of October of this year, a discovery which the American 
people commemorate as a transcendental feat, and in accordance with the 
resolution of the Government, arrived at yesterday, the Director General of 
Posts and Telegraphs 

HAS RESOLVED ; 

Article I. On the above mentioned day there shall be placed in circula- 
tion a special stamp and a special envelope of 5 centavos, surcharged, of the 
value of 20 centavos. 

Aricle II. The stamps spoken of in Article I are printed on white paper 
with blue ink and bear the expressed value of 10 centavos in white with the 
bust of Candido Bareiro, the ex-president of the Republic, and the following 


inscription in brown ink “1492-12 de Octubre-1892”. 


Article III. The envelopes shall be those which are now in circulation, of 
the value of 5 centavos, and shall bear another stamp in black ink, which 
shall express, by means of the surcharge, the 15 centavos additional and shall 
bear the bust of Columbus and the following inscription: ‘Republica del 
Paraguay-Colon-15 centavos-12 de Octubre-1492-1892”’. 

Article IV. Those who desire to purchase some of these stamps, whether 
for collections or for prepaying their correspondence, can obtain them only 
on that one day at the postoffice, which, for this purpose, will remain open 
from 5 a, m. until 7 p. m, 

Article V. No more than ro envelopes shall be sold to any one person, 

Article VI. The stamps of 10 centavos may be sold in any quantity 
asked for. 

Article VII, For the convenience of the public a special office shall be at 
its disposal to cancel the stamps with cancellation marks of the day, which 
gives complete authenticity to those who desire it. 

Article VIII, The stamps and envelopes of the issue of October rath 
shall circulate for postage only on that day. 
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Article IX. The remainder of this extraordiuary issue shall be destroyed 
on the 13th of October, at the General Postoffice, at 9 a. m., in the presence 
of the Director General and General Accountant of the Nation and the Pres- 
ident of the Banco Agricola, 

This shall be communicated to all who may inquire in regard to it.

Regarding the issue of postal values of October 14th, we are requested to 
publish the following : 

On October 13th, 1892: at 7 a.m. I presented myself at the Banco 
Agricola for the purpose of carrying into effect the regulations made for the 
distribution of the postage stamps of 10 centavos, with the bust of President 
Bareiro, which were placed in circulation yesterday, according to the 
Govermental Decree of the roth inst. The President and Director General 
of said bank being present, they proceeded to the case which contained the 
stamps of that value and immediately began to count them, showing 345,000 
stamps equal to $34,500.00 which, with the sum of $5,500.00, the equivalent of 
55,000 stamps, as certified to as having been sold by the General Direction of 
Posts, making a total of 400,000 stamps or $40,000.00 which was the quantity 
sent to the post office in accordance with receipt No. 4, of the 2gth of 
September, 1892. 

I also received for inspection the stamp which was used for the above men- 
tioned issue, with the inscription ‘‘1492, 12 de Octubre, 1892.” 

At the request of the President of said bank, I issue this certificate under 
above date at the office of the Auditor General of the Nation,

Note.—In regard to the envelopes, of which the preceding certificate does 
not speak, I confirm that there were 7,000 in the Banco Agricola, 3,642 in the 
General Post Office which were all sent to the Auditor General of the Nation 
to be stamped immediately with the hand stamp of Colon and surcharged 15 
centavos. It is necessary to confirm further that the stamp which served for 
the surcharge on the postage stamps of 10 centavos remained actually in the 
possession of the Auditor General of the Nation, the same as the stamp which 
served for the surcharge on the envelopes, which was not for a moment in the 
possession of the Banco Agricola.
